Messrs. Henry and Eugene Lawrence had 


before Bishop Young’s visit, the former 
having with him a turbine wheel and 
machinery for a small grist mill. When 
this mill is fitted up there will be three mills 
in the Vermillion settlement—a Waterous 
steam mill owned by E. J. Lawrence, a 
windmill owned by the Roman Catholic 
mission and Henry Lawrence’s water mill. 
Crops at Vermillion were good, there having 
been sufficient rain and no injury by frost. 
Terrible fires were raging throughout the 
wooded country of the north along the line 
of the bishop’s travels, destroying an incal- 
culable amount of timber, much of it suit- 
able for commercial purposes. While he 
was at Vermillion the smoke was so dense 
that the sun was not seen for days and one 
particular day was as dark as 1 there had 
been an eclipse. For many miles along the 
Peace river above and below burnt spruce 
needles formed a bank several inches high at 
the water line. At the mission established 
by Rev. Mr. Brick near the mouth of 
Smoky river on the Upper Peace the cro 
were a total failure owing to drouth in the 
fore part of the season. 


Rev. Farner Granpin arrived on Fri- 
day from Lac la Biche to superintend the 
freighting out to that settlement of a 17 
horse thresher engine and separator which 
the mission there has purchased for use in 
the settlement. The mission already has a 
small water power saw and grist mill, but 
owing to low water the mills have not been 
able to ran for the past year or two. The 
thresher engine will be used to furnish 

wer for the grist and saw mill during the 
winter. The crops were light this season 
at the lake owing to the dry season, but the 
quality of the grain is good as always at the 
lake, ‘being untouched by frost. The Rev. 
Father says that the mgid enforcement of 
the regulations prohibiting the catching of 
whitefish between the 5th of October and 
the 15th of November—the season during 
which the poorer people must necessarily 
catch their winter supply of food—is certain 
to cause great hardship during the coming 
winter. There are other fishing lakes near 
Lac la Biche from which these people could 
have secured their supplies instead of 
Lac la Biche had they been allowed, and 
still have relieved Lac la Biche for this 
season, but they have been prohibited from 
fishing in these lakes as well as in Lac la 
Biche. As @ consequence some fifteen 
families have left the settlement and gone 
far north into the woods in search of other 
fishing lakes where the officials of the 
government cannot reach them. There are 
some who are too poor to go north and they 
must either subsist on charity during the 
winter or die of starvation, for it is not 

ible to catch enough fish during the 
winter to supply the people with food. Of 
course some of the settlers have grain and 
cattle that they can live on well enough 
without fish, but many who have depended 
on fish to help out their living will now have 


to kill cattle that ed can ill spare, 
which will leave some them another 
winter witthout catle to kill.

SUPREME COURT, 

The criminal case against Hewitt for rape 
was tried on Thursday and Friday. The 
following was the jury: T. A. Stephen, 
foreman; P. W. Muller, A. V. Carpenter, 
T. Hourston, Magnus Anderson, R. Foster. 
N. D. Beck appeared for the crown and J. 
C. F. Bown for the prisoner. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty and the 
prisoner was discharged. 

In the case of the Queen against Ring the 
recognizance was declared forfeited and 
estreated and a writ of fifa and capias 
issued, on which the sheriff proceeded to 
examine if the gouds of the bondsmen were 
sufficient to meet the bail and if not to 
arrest them. Under this procedure A. E. 
Ring, father of the prisoner and one of his 
bondsmen, was arrested. On Friday Taylor 
moved to set aside the proceedings. Beck 
appeared for the crown. The judge held 
that the proceedings were regular and that 
the bondsman Ring must remain in custody 
until he gave security that he would appear 
at the February sittings of the court and 
abide its decision. 

The case of Degagne vs. Chave & Hetu 
was continued on Saturday. 

On Saturday P. Desormeau was brought 
up on three charges connected with killing a 


cow at St. Albert He pleaded guilty to 
the last charge of having taken away the 
meat of the animal. This morning he 


was sentenced to six months’ hard labor, 
the four months which he had already spent 
in custody to count as part of the term 

The appeals against the town's assessment 
were being considered this morning.

Joseph Adams vs. Alex, Cameron: The 
udgment of Judge Rouleau was received

MASTERS AND SERVANTS 

The care of the Queen va, Chave & Heta 
Arch. Melzod, complainant came up for 
argument on Wednesday afternoon before 
Judge Scott, A complamwt of non payment 
of wages had been laid by McLeod against 
his employers, Chave & Hetu, before magis- 
trates under the masters and servants 
ordinance. The magistrates had referred 
the case to the judge under a certain 
section of the criminal code. 


Mr. Beck for the employers contended | These offers only apply to residents of 


that the ordinace was ultra vires. 


1. Because it attempted to constitute 
non-payment of wages a criminal offence. 

2. Because it attempted to constitute a 
new court which was beyond the power of 
the Territories. 

3. Because in fact the action was a civil 
one and thereby ousted the jurisdiction of 
other courts. 

Mr. Beck pointed out the history of the 
legislation at length. 

Mr. Woodworth, for the workmen, con- 
tended that 

1. The offence constituted was one that 
fell within the power of the Territories in 
its right to protect morals, preserve order, 
and look after matters of private importance. 

There is no inherent restriction in the 
office of a. J. P. that prevents sucha ques- 
tion being referred to them. 

3. The power given the Territories in the 
administration of justice would give them 
power to constitute J. Psa court to hear 
such caees or to refer such cases to J P's. 

4. If the action isa civil one it falls with- 
in the particular scope of Territorial legis- 
lation. 

5. The relation of masterand servant is 
sO important as to justify the legislation 
und the authority of the Territories ought 
bot to be hewn away by too fine distanctions.

A By-law to provide for borrowing on the credit of 
the municipality at large the sum of $3,630.00, 


Whereas for the pur} ose of permanently improv- 
ing and benefittinz the town, the Municipal Council 
has incurred debts as follows :

And wheress it is expedient to torrow the said 
sam of 23630 00 for the purpose of paying the said 
indebtedness, and for that purp se to issue the 
debentures of the municipality whereof the princi- 
pal shall be payable within twenty years from the 
date whereon this By-law shall take effect, and the 
inter st wherecf shall be payable nalf-yeirly at the 
rate of six per cent. per annum. 


And whereas it is expedient to provide for the re- 
payment of the said principal sum by the creation 
of av equal yearly sinking fund. 

And whereas the total amount to be raised 
annually by special rate for payment of the said 
debt by means of a sinking fund as aforesaid, and 
the ameunt of interest thereon, is $330.00.

And wheres the amount of the whole of the 
rateable property according to the last revised 
| assessment roll is $957,863.00. 

And whereas the amount cf the existing debt of 
the municipality outside of the debt due for the 
current expenses of the year, is $24,362.23, incurred 
in respect of local improvements, and $24.700.00 in- 
curred in respect of permanent improyements, 
whereof no part is in arrear. 

And whereas the special rate on the dollar on the 
1.teable property in the municipslity according to 
the st revised assessment roll required as being 

sufficicut to pay the said interest and create the 

said equal yearly sinking fund for the payment of 

the principal is thirty-five one-hundredtha of a mill. 


Therefore the Mayor and Council of the Munici- 
pallty of the Town of Edmonton in council assem- 
bled, enacts as foll0ws : 

1. This By-law to take effect on the 2nd day of 
September, 1895. 

2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow upon the credit cf the Municipality the 
said sum of $3630.00, and may execute and issue 
debentures of the Municipality to that amount in 
sums of not less than $500.00 each, repayable within 
twenty years from the said second day of September, 
1895, with interest at the rate of six per cent. per 
annum, payable ha'f-yearly ; such debentures to be 
payable at the office at Ednionton of the Treasurer 
of the Municipality, and to have attached to them 
coupons for the payment of interest. 

3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for paying 
the said interest, and creating an equal yearly sink- 
ing fund to be set apart for the payment of the said 
principal sum of $3630.00, a special rate of thirty- 
five one-hundredths of a millin the dollar over and 
above all other rates and taxes shall be levied, (in 
the same manner and at the same time as the gen- 
eral municipal taxes) upon the whole rateable 
property of the municipality in each year for the 
period of twenty years, being the period during 
which the said debentures will run and within which 
the debt created thereby is to be discharged 

4. Friday, the 30th day of August, 1895, between 
the hours of nine o’clock in the forenoon and five 
o’clock in the afternoon at the office of the Town 
Clerk, Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the day and 
hour and place for taking the votes of the electors 
for and against the By-law. 

5. A. G. Randall is hereby appointed as Returning 
Officer, and St. George Jellett, Deputy Returning 
Officer to take the votes at the said time and place. 

6. Friday, the 30th day of August, 1895, at the 
hour of six o’clock in the afternoon at the office of 
the Town Clerk, Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the 
time and place when and where the Returning 
Officer will sum up the number of votes given for 
and against this By-law.
